The undisputable link between food and DX’ ing! 


This page has some things you already know. But please read it anyway. 


Here’s the first thing you already know: Ham radio is a basically a sedentary hobby. Here’s the second: We're 
getting into the holiday season. Ok, you can guess partly where we're going with this, but again, please keep 
reading anyway. 


Here’s some bad news: Common wisdom suggests that the average person gains about five pounds during 
the holiday season. The good news: Studies have shown that the actual weight gain really is about a pound. 
The bad news: Most people never lose that pound. The worse news: Weight gain among overweight people 
during the holiday season is much higher (often exceeding 5 pounds) and again, most people don’t ever lose 
that weight. (*1, *2) Look around you at the DX Convention banquet and imagine how many extra pounds are 
in that banquet hall. For an order of magnitude, let’s say that among the attendees 500 of them are over- 
weight an average of 40 pounds each. That is 20,000 pounds! How many years of DXing are those people 
losing due to those 10 tons of blubber? 


Here’s a “Duh” study from the University of Oxford: Moderate Obesity Takes Years Off Life Expectancy. (*3) 
Let’s say each of those folks will shorten their lives by just three years. That’s 1500 years of DX’ing! How 
many QSO’s might that be? Alright, | admit this is getting silly. 


But here’s what isn’t silly. This holiday season you are going to have plenty of opportunities to add a few 
pounds, to increase your blood pressure and your cholesterol. And you will have exactly that same number of 
opportunities to man-up (or woman-up) and do what you know is the right thing. It’s so easy even your editor 
has done it, losing 6 inches from his waist, eliminating the BP and cholesterol meds and ditching the CPAP 
machine. It took two years to do it, but statistically, I've added three years to my life. Three years I'll be here 
to enjoy my family and babysit my grandkids. But there’s a good side to it, too: I'll have three more years of 
DX’ing! It just doesn’t get better than that!

EP6T is the Iranian callsign a team of 10 from Europe are requesting. 

Eight of the operators hoping to go are from Belgium, one from The Nether- 
lands and one from Greece. The operation is planned for the end of January, 
2015, after three years of negotiations and an advance trip by ON4HIL to Teh- 
ran. Patrick was able to obtain the "legal license to operate," for 10 people for the last two weeks of January. 

The organizers say it has been "all but easy, but with much perseverance and countless emails between Belgium and Iran 
we eventually got what we were looking for." They hope they will also be able to help "revive amateur radio" in Iran. They 
have come up with a 150-page licensing course and have translated it into Farsi, Iran's language. They expect this docu- 
ment will help the staff at Iran's telecom, and prospective students. 


For the EP6T operation itself, there will be as many as five stations around the clock for 10 days during the last half of the 
month of January. They will be on CW, SSB and RTTY, 160-10M. They will have overnight stations focusing on low bands 
with separate receive antennas and quarter-wave verticals near the beach, on an island QTH. 

This will be the second IOTA DXpedition to Qeys Island, aka Kish (AS- 166). They think "good signals can be expected on 


all bands." Pilot stations will be named, to collect feedback during the operation. (Thanks to Bernie McClenny, W3UR )

Yes, it's happened. After 15 months of enforced bed rest, I can finally get up in a wheelchair! 


It’s been the longest “six weeks” of my life. In June 2013, I had my first flap surgery. I was told that in six weeks that it would heal and I would 
be able to get back into a wheelchair. As you likely know, I had many complications after that. These included severe pneumonia, infections, 
additional surgeries... It goes on. Top it off that my insurance company decided to stop paying for much of my care. I’m out nearly $200000 out 


of pocket year-to-date. It’s been hell. 


Now it’s almost 2 years since the accident that broke my back. The wound on my butt is substantially healed! However, being in bed for so 


long, my legs barely bend at the knee. My body generally remains very weak. I must remain hospitalized. 


I’m am allowed to be in the wheelchair for 1 hour a day at this point. They gave me a nice power wheelchair. I must build up tolerance to be 
able to sit up more and more. There is a lot of physical therapy ahead. My goal is to walk again and finally leave this hospital. I want to return to 
work. I want to get on HF from the wilds of Nebraska and work some of the DX I’ve heard about. 


Please keep giving me your hopes and prayers so that I may walk again.
